¥ROM THE CONQUEST OF GRANADA, 
BY WASHINGTON IRVING. 
Expedition of the Marquis of Cadiz against 

* Alhama. 

Great was the indignation of King Ferdinand, 
when he heard of the storming of Zahara—more 
eépecially as it had anticipated his intention of 
giving the first blow in this eventful wan He 
valded himself upon his deep and prudent policy ; 
and there is nothing which politic monarchs can 
lesq forgive, than thus being forestalled by an 
adversary. He immediately issued orders (o all 
the-adlantados and alcaydes of the frontiers, to 
maimtain the utmost vigilance at their several 
posts, and to prepare to carry fire and sword 
into the territories of the Moors. 

Among the many valiant cavaliers who rallied 
round the throme of Ferdinand and Isabella, one 
of the most efhinent in rank and renowned in 
arms was Don Roderigo Ponce de Leon, Marquis 
of €adiz. As he was the distinguished champion 
of this holy war, and couendod in most of its 
enterprises and battles, it is meet that some par- 
ticular account should be given of him, He was 
bow in 1443, of the valiant lineage of the Pon- 
ces, and from his earliest youth had rendered 
himself illustrious in the field. He was of the 
middie stature, with a muscular and powerful 
irame, capable of great exertion and fatigue.— 
His hair and beard were red and curled, his 
countenance was open and magnanimous, of a 
ruddy complexion, and slightly marked with the 
small pox. He was temperate, chaste, valiant, 
vigilant; a just and generous master to his vas- 
sals; frank and noble in his deportment towards 
his equals; loving and faithful to his friends; 
fierce and terrible, yet magnanimous, to his ene- 
mies. He was considered the mirror of chival- 
ry of his times, and compared by contemporary 
historians to the immortal Cid. 

The marquis of Cadiz had vast possessions in 
the most fertile parts of Andalusia, including 
many towns and castles, and could lead forth an 
army into the field from his own vassals and de- 
ee ants. On receiving the orders of the king, 

burned to signalize himself by some sudden 
incursion into the kingdom of Granada, that 
should give a brilliant commencement to the war, 
and should console the sovereigns for the insult 
they had received in the capture of Zahara. As 
his estates lay near to the Moorish frontiers, and 
were subject to sudden inroads, he had always 
in his pay numbers of adalides, or scouts and 
guides, many of them converted Moors. These 
he sent out in all directions, to watch the move- 
ments of the enemy, and to procure all kinds of 
information important to the security of the 
frontier. One of these spies came to him one 
day in his town of Marchens, and informed him 
that the Moorish town of Alhama was slightly 
garrisoned and negligently guarded, and might 
be taken by surprise. This was a large, wealthy, 
and populous place, within a few leagues of 
Granada. It was situated ona rocky height, 
nearly surrounded by a river, and defended by a 
fortress to which there was no access but by a 
steep and cragged ascent. The strength of its 
situation, and its being embosomed in the cen- 
tre of the kingdom, had produced the careless 
security which now invited attack. 

To ascertain fully the state of the fortress, 
the marques dispatched secretly a veteran sol- 
dier, who was highly in his confidence. His 
name was Ortega de Prado, a man of great ac- 
tivity, shrewdness, and valor, and captain of es- 
caladors, or those employed to scale the walls 
of fortresses in time of attack. Ortega ap- 
proached Alhama one moonlight night, and 

aced along its walls with noiseless step, laying 
bis ear occasionally to the ground or to the wall. 
Every time he distinguished the measured tread 
of a sentinel, and now and then the challenge 
of the night-watch going its rounds. Finding 
the town thus guarded, he clambered to the cas. 
tle—there all was silent. As he ranged its lof- 
ty battlements, between him and the sky he saw 
no sentinel on duty. He noticed certain pleces 
where the wall might be ascended by scaling 
ladders; and, having marked the hour of reliey- 
ing guard, and made all necessary observations, 
he retired without being discovered. 

Ortega returned to Marchena, and assured the 
marquis of Cadiz of the practicability of scal- 
ing the castle of Alhama, and taking it by sur- 

ise.—The marquis had a secret conference 
with Don Pedro Henrique, Adelantada of Anda- 
lusia; Don Diego de Merlo, commander of Se- 
ville; and Sancho de Avila, alcayde of Carino- 
na, who all agreed to aid him with their forces. 
On an appointed day, the several commanders 
student. pe Marchena with their troops and 
retainers. None but the leaders knew the ob- 
ject or destination of the enterprise; but it was 
enough to rouse the Andalusian spirit, to know 
that a foray was intended into the country of 
their old enemies, the Moors. Secrecy and ce- 
lerity were necessary fot success. They set out 
promptly, with three thousand genetes, or light 
cavalry, and four thousand infantry. They 
chose a route but little travelled, by the way of 
Antiquera, passing with great labor thro’ rugged 
and solitary defiles of the Sierra, or chain of 
mountains of Alzerifa, and left all their baggage 
on the banks of the river Yeguas, to be brought 
after them. Their march was principally in the 
night; all day they remained quiet; no noise was 
suffered in their camp, and no fires were made, 
lest the smoke should betray them.—On the 
third day they resumed their march as the eve- 
ning darkened, and forcing themselves forward

at as quick a pace ds the rugged and dangerous 
mountain r would permit, they deseended 
towards midnight into a small deep valley, only 
half a league from Alhama. Here they made a 
halt, fatigued by this forced march, ducing a 
long dark evening towards the end of February. 

The marquis of Cadiz now explained to the 
troops, the object of the expedition. He told 
them it was for the glory of the most holy faith, 
and to avenge the wrongs of their countrymen 
of Zahara; and that the rich town of Albama, 
full of wealthy spoil, was the place to be attack- 
ed.—The troops were roused to new ardor by 
these words, and desired to be ‘led forthwith to 
the assault. ‘They arrived close to Alhama 
about two hours before day-break. Here the 
@my remained in ambush, while three hundred 
men were despatched to scale the walls and get 
possession of the castle. They were picked 
men, many of them alcaydes and officers, men 
who preferred death to dishonor. This gallant 
band waz guided“ by the escalador Ortega de 
Prado, at the head of thirty men with scaiing- 
ladders. They clambered the ascent to the cas- 
tle in silence, and arrived under the dark sha- 
dow of its towers without being discovered. Not 
a light was to be seen, not a sound to be beard 
the whole place was wrapped in profoursl re- 
pose. 

Fixing their ladders, they ascended cautiously 
and with noiseless steps. Ortega was the first 
that mounted upon the battlements, followed by 
os Martin Galindo, a youthful esquire, full of 
spirit and eager for distinction. Moving stealthi- 
ly along the parapet to the portal of the citadel, 
they came upon the sentinel by surprise. Ortega 
seized him by the throat, brandished a dagger be- 
fore his eyes, and ordered him to point the way 
to the guard-rvom. The infidel obeyed, and was 
instantly despatched, to prevent his giving an 
alarm. The guard-room was a scene rather of 
massacre than combat. Some of the soldiery 
were killed while sleeping, others were cut down 
almost without resistance, bewildered by so un- 
expected an assault; all were dispatched, for the 
scaling party was too small to make prisoners 
or to spare. The alarm spread throughout 
the castle, but by this time the three hundred 
picked men had mounted the battlements. 

The garrison, startled from sleep, found the 
enemy already masters of the towers. Some of 
the Moors were cut down at once, others fought 
desperately from room to room, and the whole 
castle resounded with the clash of arms, the 
cries of the combatants, and the groans of the 
wounded. The army in ambush, finding by the 
uproar that the castle was surprised, now rushed 
from their concealment, and approached the 
walls with loud shouts, and sound of kettle- 
drums and trumpets, to increase the confusion 
and dismay of the garrison. A violent conflict 
took place in the court of the castle, where se- 
veral of the ecaling party sought to throw 
open the gates to admit their countrymen.— 
Slate fell two valiant alcaydes, Nicholas de 
Roja and Sandho de Avila; but they fett tronor- 
ably, upon a heap of slain. At length Ortega 
de Prodo succeeded in throwing open a pos- 
tern, through which the marquis of Cadiz, the 
adelantado of Andalusia, and Don Diego de 
Merlo, entered with a host of followers; and the 
citadel remained in full possession of the chris- 
tians. 

As the Spanish cavaliers were ranging from 
room to room, the marquis of Cadiz, entering an 
apartment of superior richness to the rest, be- 
held, by the light of a silver lamp, a beautiful 
Moorish female the wife of the alcayde of the cas- 
tle, whose husband was absent, attending a wed- 
ding feast at Velez Malaga. She would have fled 
at the sight of a Christian warrior in the apart- 
ment, but entangled in the covering of the bed she 
fell at the feet of the marquis, imploring mercy. 
The christian cavalier, who had a soul full of 
honor and courtesy to the sex, raised heft from 
the floor and endeavoured to allay her fears; but 
they were increased at the sight of her female 
attendants Pars into the room by the Spanish 
soldiery. The marquis reproached his soldiers 
with their unmanly conduct, and reminded them 
that they made war upon men, not on defence- 
less women. Having soothed the terrors of the 
fomales by the promise of honorable protection, 
he appointed a trusty guard to watch over the 
security of their apartment. 

The castle was now taken; but the town be- 
low it, was inarms. It was broad day, and the 
people, recovered from their panic, were enabled 
to see and estimate the force of the enemy, The 
inhabitants were chiefly merchants and trades- 
people; but the Moors all possessed a knowledge 
of the use of weapons, and were of brave and 
warlike spirit. They confided in the strength of 
their walls, and the certainty of speedy relief 
from Granada, which was but about eight leagues 
distant. Manning the battlements and towers, | 
they discharged showers of stones and arrows, 
whenever the part of the christian army, with- 
out the walls, attempted to approach. They 
barricadoed the entrances of their streets, also, 
which opened towards the castle; stationing men 
expert at the cross-bow and arquebus, These 
kept up a constant fire upon the gate of the cas- 
tle, 80 that no one could sally forth. without be- 
ing instantly shot down. Two valiant cavaliers, 
who attempted to lead forth a party in defiance 
of this fatal tempest, were shot dead at the very 

rtal. 

The Christians now found themselves in a 
situation of great peril. Reinforcements must 
soon arrive to the enemy from Granada; unless 
therefore, they gained possession of the town in 
the course of the day, they were likely to be sur- 
rounded and beleagured, without provisions, in 
the castle. Some observed that, even if they 
took the town, they should not be able to main- 
tain possession of it. They proposed, therefore, 
to make booty of every thing valuable, to sack 
the castle, set it on fire, and make good their 
retreat to Seville. 

The marquis of Cadiz was of different coun- 
sel. ‘*God has given the citadel into Christian 
hands,’ said he, ‘‘ he wiil no doubt strengthen 
them to maintain it. We have gained the place 
with difficulty and bloodshed; it would be a stain 
upon our honor to abandon it through fear of 
imaginary dangerg ’’ The Adelantado and Diego 
de Merlo, joined in his opinion; but without their 
earnest and united remoastrances, the place 
would have been abandoned; so exhausted were 
the troops by forced marches and hard fighting, 
and so apprehensive of the approach of the 
Moors of Granada. , 

The strength and spirits of the party within 
the castle, were in some dogree restored by the 

rovisions which they found. The Christian army 
onesth the town, being also refreshed by a 
morning’s repast, advanced vigorously te the at- 
tack of the walls. They pleated their scaling- 
ladders swartning up, sword in hand, fought 
fiercely with the Moorish suldicr upon the ram- 

rts, 

In the mean time the marques of Cadiz, seeing 
that the gate of the castle, which opened toward 
the city, was completely cominanded by the artil- 
lery of the enemy, ordered a large breach to be 
made in the wall, through which he might lead 
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perilous moment, by assuring them that the a 
should be given up to plunder, and its sliebeecte 
made captives. 

The breach being made the marquis pat him- 
self at the head of ius troops, and entered sword 
in hand. A simultaneous attack was made by the 
Christians in every part—by the ramparts, by thd 
gate, by tp reote gad wale ghich eounoush 4 the 
castle with Vere fresh S cors fought valiant- 
ly in thers, compnsing alseeit windows, oid from 
the tops of thal thie season, They were not equal tg 
the Christians in bodily strength, for they were 
for the moet part peaceful men, of indaétrious 
callings, and enervated by the frequent tse of 
the warm bath; but they were superior in nem- 
ber, and uncdnquerable in spirit: old and young, 
strong and wade fought with the same despera- 
tion. The Moors fought for property, for liberty, 
for life. They fought et their thresholds and 


children ringing in their ears, and they fought ia 
the hepe that each moment would bring aid front 
Granada. — regarded neither their wounds 
nor the death of their companions; but continued 
fighting until they fell, and seemed as if, whea 
they could no longer contend, they would block 
up the thresholds of their beloved homes with 
their mangled bodies. The Christians fought for 
glory, for revenge, for the holy faith, and the 
spoils of these wealthy infidels. Success would 
place a rich town at their mercy—failure would 
ae them into the hands of the tyrafit of Gra« 
nada. ’ 

The contest raged from ing until night, 
when the Moors began to yield. Retreatiig to 
a large mosque near the walls, they kept up sa 
galling a fire from it with lances, cross-bows, a 
arquebuses, that for some time the Christians 
dared not approach. Covering themeelves, at 
length, with bucklers and mantelets* to protect 
them from the deadly shower, they made their 
way to the mosque, and set fire to the doors.— 
When the smoke and Games rolled in upoa them, 
the Moors gave up all as lost. Many rushed forth 
desperately upon the enemy, but were immedi- 
ately slain; the rest sudloul themselves cap- 
tives. 

The struggle was now at an end; the town re- 
mained at the mercy of the christians; and 
inhabitants, both male and female, became the 
slaves of those who made them pri 
Some few escaped by a mine or subterranean 
way, which led to the river, and concealed 
themselves, their wives and children, ia caves 
and secret places; but, in three or four days, 
were compelled to surrender themselves through 
hunger. 

The town was given up to plunder, and.the 
booty was immense. There were found prodi- 
gious quantities of gold and silver, and jewels, 
and rich silks, and costly stuffs of all kinds; te- 
gether with horses and beeves, and abundance of 
grain and oil, and honey, and all other produc- 
tions of this fruitful kingdom;—for in Alhama 
were collected the royal rents and tributes of the 
surrounding country; it was the richest towa in 
the Moorish territory, and, from ite great 
and its peculiar situation, was called the key of 
Granada. 

Great waste and devastation were*committed 
by,the Spanish soldiery, for, thinking it would be 
impossible to keep possession of the place, they 
began to destroy whatever they could not take 
away. Immense jars of oil were broken, costly 
furniture shattered to pieces, and magazines of 
grain broken open, and their contents scattered 
to the winds. Many christian captives, who had 
been taken at Zahara, were found buried iff a 
Mocrish dungeon, and were triumphantly re- 
stored to light and liberty; and a renegada 
Spaniard, who had often served asa guide to the 

oors im their incursions into the christian tesri- 
tories, was hanged on the highest part of the 
battlements, for the edification of the army.

DesTRUCTION oF AGRICULTURAL Pro- 
PERTY By Fire.—Several conflagrations of 
agricultural property, as barns, stacks, apd sta- 
bles, have lately taken place in Essex, and are 
confidently believed to have been the ‘work of 
incendiaries. One fire at Saling consumed pro- 
perty to the amount of £900, and another at 
Finchingfield to the amount of £1500, 

Daraprut AccipeNT in A Minx.—A let- 
ter from Lyons, of the 4th instant, states, that 
on the 2d instant a terrific explosion of fire-damp 
took place in the mine-works of Logis Des Po- 
res, at Matoret, just as the miners were entering 
the works. Forty men and thirty horses pe- 
rished, and several of the poor people, who es- 
caped the sad disaster, were severely wounded. 

Typhus fever has prevailed in Edinburgh for 
the last six weeks or two months, chiefly amongst 
the higher classes resident in the New Town. It 
is now rapidly abating. 

LONDON, Jan. 21. 
A letter from Ancona, dated December 20, in 
a German paper, states that the negociations be- 
tween the French and the English Cabinets, and 
the Porte, for the final settlement of the affairs 
of Greece, continue to go on favourably. The 
same letter adds, that General Maison, the 
French Commander in Greece, has stopped the 
works which he was executing for the defence of 
the Peninsula, leaving them to be performed by 
the Greek Government, and that the French 
troops, generally, have conceived great dislike 
for the Greeks, and become very anxious fur 
their return to France. 
Vienna papers to the 9th instant, and Frank- 
fort papers to the l4th, reached us this morning. 
They contain accounts from the froatiers of Ser- 
via, dated the 28th of December, in which it is 
stated, that in consequence of the great severity 
of the weather, all military operations had been 
suspended, and it has been found impossible to 
provision the Turkish fortresses according to the 
orders received from Constantinople. 
The St. Petersburg papers of the 2d ult. con- 
tain news from the Russian Army in Asia, from 
which it appears that the advanced corps of that 
force, after having for some time acted on the 
defensive, has retreated. In Asia, as well as the 
East of Europe, the winter is said to be very se- 
vere, and a cessation of hostilities is reckoned 
on.” The Russians appear to have maintained 
their more important conquests, and congratu- 
late themselves on having been able to do so in 
spite of the incessant attacks of the Turks. The 
expectations entertained in the early part of the 
campaign, that General Paskewitsch would be 
able s dily to reach Erzeroum, have been thus 
as little verified as the expectations that Gen. 
Witgenstein would have been able to pass the Bal- 
kan. The result both in Europe and Asia, after 
both parties have recruited their forces during 
the winter, will be anxiously looked for. 
A great number of vessels, laden with all sorts 
of provisions, are said to have arrived at Con- 
stantinople, notwithstanding the blockade. 
The Berlin papers of the Ist instant, say that 
Genera! Roth, before the army left the environs 
of Choumla, united under his command, all the 
troops of the 6th and 7th corps that have re- 
mained in Bulgaria, and has posted them in 
Varna, Paravadi, Cos, Londschi, and Bazardjik ; 
and it seems that, in case of an attack, which 
is improbable, he has sufficient force to repel it. 
A letter from Odessa puts beyond all doubt 
the reported loss of the Russian vessel Maria, 
with 200 sick and wounded on board, as well as 
twelve cannons, intended for Warsaw, and other 
military trophies, taken at Varna. This*ship, 
one of the largest and best of her class in the 
Russian navy, appears to have in a manner, sunk 
immediately under another vessel anchored in 
the Bay of Bourgas.

The 29th, 
35th, and 46tfregimsnts, were to embark be- 
tween the 22d and 27th for Toulon, and the rest 
of the expedition was to follow in succession, as 
transports arrived. Thus, the presence of French 
troops in Greece will no tonger embarrass the 
mediation of the Allies for peace, nor render 
necessary any interference with the Greek forces 
north of the Morea. 

The Aligemeine Zeitung of the 5th January, 
contains an article from Ancona upon the pro- 
posed limits of Greece to the Morea and the | 
Cyclades, which, as might be expected, cannot | 
please all concerned. The Grecks themselves 
wish to have room and verge enough, in which 
they are seconded by the French; but the Eng- 
lish Government, probably from motives of pru- 
dence, is anxious to restrict the boundaries of 
the new state, urging as a reason that the con- 
sent of thé Porte thereto will be more easily ob- 
tained.—An account from Toulon of the Ist in-

Courtenay, Sir T. Acland, Hon. N. Fellowes, 
Sir_G. Bamfield, Mr. Northmore, &c.—Mr. 
Finsden proposed a petition against Catholic 
emancipation, and Mr. Fulford seconded it.— 
The Earl of Morley opposed the petition, and 
said he should propose, as an amendment, to 
leave the question to the consideration of the 
legislature. He firmly believed that the safety 
of the church and state required that Catholic 
emancipation should be granted. Four Lord- 
Lieutenants had gone to Ireland prejudiced 
against emancipation. and returned favourable 
to it—the Marquis Cornwallis, the Earl of 
Hardwicke, the Marquis Camden, and the Mar- 
quis of Anglesey. . The present state of things 
required the keeping up of an expensive military 
establishment in Ireland, and was full of danger 
to the country at home and abroad. His Lord- 
ship’s motion was secondéd by Mr. Courtenay. 
—Mr. Butler proposed, as a second amendment, 
& pétition in favour of emancipation, and was 
seconded by Lord Seymour.—Sir T. Acland en- 
deavoured to speak, but could not- obtain a 
hearing, the Brunswick party having been very 
noisy and riotous whenever any gentlemen on 
the liberal side attempted to speak, and particu- 
larly so when Sir Thomas endeavoured to ad- 
dress the meeting. After many ineffectual at- 
tempts on the part of him and others to be 
heard, the Sheriff put the amendments and ori- 
ginal motion. Thetwo amendments were nega- 
lived, and the original motion was carried by a 
majority of about five to four, some of the 
Bruuswickers say of fifteen to one. The meet- 
ing dispersed quictly, but some broken heads 
had been previously given on the ground. 

EN THRONING OF THE Bisnop or Lonpon. 
—On Saturday the enthronization of the Right 
Rev. Dr. Blomfield, as Bishop of London, was 
celebrated with great pomp in St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral. After the ceremony, a great number of 
the nobility and clergy, together with the Lord 
Mayor a | Sheriffs, in their state carriages, ac- 
companied by two regimental bands, escorted 
the Bishop from St. Paul’s to his residence in St. 
James’s-square. 

Between two and three hundred merchants 
and private individuals have transferred their ac- 
counts to the Bank of England, since the failure 
of Remington, Stephenson and Co.

Letters from Odessa, to the 20th ult. mention 
the departure of thirteen sail of vessels, for Var- 
na, with provisions and military stores;—and a 
Nuremburgh journal of the 5th says, tlrat 
the last advices from Constantinople mentioned 
the departure of Tchapan Ogleu, from Anatolia, 
with very large reinforcements for the army of 
the Balkan. The Sultan, it is said, has com- 
manded the Grand Vizier to use every exertion 
for the recapture of Varna, and all the fortresses 
south of the Danube, which have fallen into the 
hands of the Russians. We may, therefore, ex- 
pect to hear of the speedy renewal of hostilities 
in the vicinity of Varna. 

Intelligence from Constantinople, to the 19th 
of December, has been received through the 
Prussian and German journals. A ship of the 
line, of 108 guns, was launched on the 30th of 
November, and thf Porte ha-ing severely felt 
the want of ships in the Black Sea, is, represen- 
ted as making every effort to equip an efficient 
squadron for the opening of the next campaign. 
The Russian blockade was so ill supported, and 
the supplies received by land, through caravans, 
were so-abundant, that the price of bread had 
not risen in the capital. 

The following is an extract of a letter of the 
agent at Lloyd's, dated Smyrna, December 2, 
respecting the blockade of Constantinople:— 
** Several Sardinian eed Austrian vessels, with 
grain from Egypt, for Constantinople, have come : 
in here, having been sent back by the Russian 
blockading squadron at the Declensiien The 
Austrian Consul states that convoy will be given

DestTRUCTION oF THE GLASGOW THEATRE 
pr Firne.—On Saturday last, about twelve 
o’clock at noon, the Glasgow theatre was disco- 
vered to be on fire, and it continued burning till 
the whole was but one heap of ruins. The fire 
is supposed to have originated from an escape of 
gas. The theatre, we understand, was the largest 
of the kind out of London; the loss of property 
is very great, and the lessee will be a severe sul- 
ferer. Fortunately, no lives were lost. The 
prietors, it is said, were only insured to the amoant 
of £5200. 

Mr. Seymour, the manager, has lost every ar- 
ticle of property he had in the house, amounting 
we believe, in value, to no less than £2,000. The 
expense of erecting the Theatre was above £18,- 
000, but it has always been much too large for 
this city, and ultimately diminished in value to 
about one third of its original cost. We under- 
stand the proprietors have it insured at £5,500 
in the following offices:—£2,500 in the North 
British; £2,000 in the Atlas; and £1,000 in the 
Scottish Union; but Mr. Seymour, we regret ex- 
ceedingly, was not insured a single penny.— Glas- 
gow Herald. 

TueatricaL Rrrorm.—Mr. Bunn, the 
manager of the Dublin Theatre, has given great 
offence to his principal performers, by withdraw- 
ing from them the privilege of introducing any 
songs that they please into plays. Mr. Melrose 
has, in consequence, resigned bis engagement, 
and returned to town. Miss Paton and two other 
stars are about to follow his example. It is 
highly desirable that the spirited and judicious 
conduct of Mr. Bunn should be followed by all 
managers, and that the play-going public should 
thus be freed from a most abominable nuisance. 

Granp Jewish Weppvinc.—The grand 
ceremony of marriage, according to the Mosaic 
law, took place on Thursday evening, Jan. 8th, 
between Mr. Moses Cohen, of Newington, Mer- 
chant, and Miss Elizabeth Hart, daughter of 
Mr. Benjamin Hart, of St. Mary-le-Strand, jew- 
eller.

New Orleans, Feb. 15.—By the latest arri- 
vals from the Ohio and Upper Mississippi, it 
seems that we are not the only ones that expe- 
rience unusual and unseasonable winter.
